CONQUERING TYPHOID 

A generation ago, typhoid fever 
as one of the chief scourges of 
vilized man. It killed many times 
& many American soldiers in the 
panish-American War as_ died 
om wounds. 

In twenty years, science had made 
ch strides that among all the 
hillions of men in the Allied armies, 
ere were an insignificant number 
i death from typhoid. The differ- 
Ince was due partly to improved 
anitation, but vastly more to the 
act that every soldier was required 
b have his protective “shots” 
gainst typhoid and paratyphoid. 
Paratyphoid fever is entirely dis- 
net from typhoid, but resembles 
closely, although usually milder.) 
It has been said that eradication 
ff typhoid is only possible under 
itary conditions, where phophy- 
xis is compulsory, but it has been 
lemonstrated almost as completely 
numerous communities having 
bell organized health departments. 
e San Joaquin Local Health Dis- 
ct is one which has wiped out 
vphoid by education and vaccina- 
on without any compulsion what- 
ver. 

Some of the causes of typhoid 
pidemics in recent years are very 
teresting The worst one of the 
entury, in Montreal a few years 
go, with 5000 cases and 500 deaths, 
vas due to improperly pasteurized 
ilk, contaminated by infected and 
areless milk handlers.
